COMMENT AND ANALYSIS 

9. INDOCHINA 
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CHITRIB THINKS HANOI DELUDING SELF IF HOPES IMPROVE 
CREDIBILITY WITH US BY TOKEN GESTURE OF GIVING NAMES 
12 MORE AMERICANS KIA. NOTES HANOI DEIGNED GIVE 
INFO THRU OFFICIAL CHANNELS INSTEAD OF VISITING CONGRESS- 
MEN, ANTIWAR ACTIVISTS, BUT INFO CONTAINED NO DETAILS, 
EXPLANATION TO COMFORT/CONVINCE FAMILIES. ASKS WHERE 
BODIES ARE. OPINES VN HAS COMPILED NAMES, RATIONS THEM 
OUT AS DEEMS NECESSARY TO FURTHER DIPL GOALS: UN 
ADMISSION, ECON AID FROM US. CONCLUDES BEFORE HANOI 
CAN HOPE FOR HELP FROM US, MUST DO LOT MORE TO HELP 
ACCOUNT FOR MIAS. 

CSM SEES HANOI OBJECTIVES IN RELEASING KIA NAMES AS 
ADMISSION TO UN, US AID. NOTES UNRESOLVED MAJOR QUESTIONS: 

C-F COLLAPSED WHEN HANOI ATTACKED, SO AID NEGOTS 
NEVER REALLY GOT STARTED; VN HAS NOT PROVIDED SUFFICIENT 
INFO ON MIAS. BELIEVES HANOI'S PLOY IS PROVIDE LITTLE 
INFO AS GOODWILL GESTURE, BUT NOT SURRENDER ITS CHIEF 
LEVERAGE ON US. THINKS QUESTION POSSIBLE US AID SHOULD 
REMAIN IN ABEYANCE; SEES CASE FOR ADMITTING VN INTO UN, 

THO THINKS WOULD SPARK CRITICISM FROM REAGANITES, WHOSE 
SUPPORT PRES NEEDS. STATES IF VN HAS MORE INFO, THIS IS 
TIME SET IT FORTH OR OFFER CONVINCING EVIDENCE THAT 
CANNOT ASCERTAIN MIAS' FATE. ONLY WHEN COMPLETE ACCOUNTING 
GIVEN CAN THERE BE EVEN THOUGHT OF CONSIDERING POSSIBLE 
US AID IN REPAIRING WAR DAMAGE. 

MCARTHUR (LAT 9/6) NOTES ASSESSMENT W DIPLOMATS THAT, 
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THO VN LEADERS SEEK MORE AID, HAIPHONG CHOKED WITH 
SHIPS AND GOVT SEEMS INCAPABLE ABSORBING NEAR DELUGE 
OF MONEY ALREADY PLEDGED. MENTIONS RED TAPE, BUREAUCRACY 
AT MIDDLE/LOWER LEVELS THAT DELAYS DECISIONS. QUOTES 
EUROPEAN THAT RECONSTRUCTION MOVING AT TOP SPEED WITH 
STRUCTURE HANOI HAS, CAN'T GO MUCH FASTER FOR MOMENT. 

SAYS FOREIGNERS IN HANOI INCLUDE RUSSIANS, E GERMANS, 
SCANDINAVIANS, FRENCH, JAPANESE; CHINESE SELDOM SEEN, 
CUBANS DIMINISHING. SAYS IMPOSSIBLE ESTIMATE PRECISELY 
HOW MUCH AID COMING IN, THOUGH GUESS IS 3 BILLION DOLS 
CURRENTLY PLEDGED. SAYS CHINESE REPORTEDLY IRKED WHEN 
VIETS BEGAN SELLING RICE IN SINGAPORE FOR HARD CURRENCY, 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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EXPECTING DONOR NATONS MAKE UP SHORTAGES LATER. BELIEVES 

JAPANESE HAVE CONSIDERABLE INFLUENCE IN HANOI DUE 
LARGE TRADE INVOLVEMENT. OBSERVES POLITBURO AWARE 
PROBLEM, CONDEMNS BUREAUCRACY, CALLS FOR EFFICIENCY. 

10. CHINA 

WP'S MATHEWS, IN HK, NOTES PEOPLE'S DAILY'S INDICATION 
TUES, FOR FIRST TIME THIS YEAR, THAT "ARMED STRUGGLE" 

HAS BROKEN OUT IN PRC, AND HINT COUNTRY PLAGUED BY RR 
TIEUPS; OBSERVES PAPER APPEARED CALL FOR MAJOR TURN 
TOWARD PRODUCTION, AWAY FROM POLITICS. MATHEWS POINTS 
OUT WARNINGS AGAINST STRUGGLE AND INDICATIONS OF RR 
DELAYS WERE DELETED BY NCNA BEFORE EDIT SENT OUT OVER 
ITS ENGLISH LANGUAGE WIRE, ALTHOUGH REFERENCES APPEARED 
IN FULL CHINESE TEXT CARRIED IN PD AND BROADCAST IN 
CHINESE BY RADIO PEKING (ALSO IN PHINQ). 

CDN’S KEYES BEECH, IN HK. FINDS EVIDENCE OVERWHELMING 
THAT PRC IS IN "DEEP TROUBLE." SAYS MORAL DISCIPLINE 
THAT HELD NATION TOGETHER MORE THAN 25 YRS APPEARS 
TO HAVE COME APART AT SEAMS. COUNTRY WAS NEVER SO 
CRIME-FREE AS SOME STARRY-EYED VISITORS WERE LED TO 
BELIEVE DURING THEIR GUIDED TOURS; BUT NOW CRIME 
RANGING FROM PETTY THEFT TO MURDER/BANK ROBBERY IS SO 
WIDESPREAD THAT OFFICIALS NO LONGER CAN CONCEAL IT. 

SAYS IN THEIR ZEAL TO GET FOREIGNERS OUT OF PEKING 
FOLLOWING RECENT EARTHQUAKE, CHINESE OFFICIALS PACKED 
THEM OFF TO PROVINCES - WHERE THEY SAW SOME THINGS 
THEY WEREN'T SUPPOSED TO: IN HUNAN PROVINCE CAPITAL 
CHANGSHA, FOREIGNERS SAW SIX TRUCKLOADS OF MEN, WITH 
PLACARDS AROUND NECKS DETAILING THEIR ALLEGED CRIMES - 
IN SOME INSTANCES MURDER - BEING PARADED THROUGH 
STREETS AT GUNPOINT. IN WUHAN EVIDENCE WAS SIGHTED OF 
BANK ROBBERY - AND THERE WAS LARGE PUBLIC DEMONSTRATION 
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DEMANDING RESTORATION LAW-ORDER. TRAVELERS ALSO REPORT 
PROSTITUTION THRIVING IN BIG CITIES, INCLUDING 
SHANGHAI/CANTON (9/4-5). 

GLOBE CARRIES (KNIGHT) INTERVIEWS WITH JAMES VENERIS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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IN PHILA. DEFECTOR SAYS HE DECIDED RETURN US BECAUSE 
IT WAS BICENTENNIAL - "VERY REVOLUTIONARY EVENT" - 
AND BECAUSE HE WISHED VISIT MOTHER, SEE OLD FRIENDS. 

SAYS HE LOVES US, STILL THINKS OF SELF AS PATRIOTIC, BUT 
"CHINA IS MY HOME NOW. I'M NOT A COMMUNIST OR A MEMBER 
OF THE PARTY, BUT I THINK OF (MAO) AS MY DEAR FATHER." 

IN TAIPEI, LAT'S LESLIE (9/5) CITES MANY GROC SUPPORTERS 
WHO HOLD VIEW THAT US DERECOGNITION OF TAIWAN AND 
RECOGNITION PRC COULD MAKE PEKING MIL ATTACK ON ROC 

UNNECESSARY, SINCE WOULD GIVE COMMUNISTS ENOUGH ECON/ 
DIPLO LEVERAGE TO CONTROL TAIWAN DESTINY. SAYS THOSE 
FEELING THIS WAY CAN MARSHAL IMPRESSIVE EVIDENCE TO 
SHOW ECON/POLITICAL CONSEQUENCES OF PROSPECTIVE US 
CHANGE ARE MORE THREATENING TO TAIWAN THAN ITS MIL 
IMPLICATIONS. 

LESLIE CONCLUDES WHILE THERE ARE MANY STRONG REASONS 
FOR ESTABLISHING RELS WITH PEKING, US SHOULD RECOGNIZE 
THIS CANNOT BE DONE WITHOUT SOME HARM TO ROC, EVEN 
IF PRC CONCEDES ALL POINTS CONCERNING TAIWAN IN NEGOTS. 
DAMAGE MIGHT NOT BE APPARENT FOR MANY YEARS, BUT CHINESE 
ARE PATIENT PEOPLE, AND PRC SHOULD BE WILLING WAIT; 
UNHURRIED NEGOTS, PERHAPS TAKING LONG AS YEAR, PROBABLY 
NECESSARY TO ENSURE TAIWAN'S ECON SURVIVAL. ADDS THAT, 

IN ADDITION, US MUST BE PREPARED POSSIBLY CONCLUDE 
PRICE OF RELS WITH PEKING IS TOO HIGH SOMETHING THAT 
RUNS COUNTER TO CURRENT ASSUMPTION AMONG US OFFICIALS 
THAT NORMALIZATION INEVITABLE. 

IN LATER COLUMN, LESLIE (9/7 TAIPEI) FINDS MANY TAIWANESE 
HAVE CONCLUDED THEIR INTERESTS MERGE WITH THOSE OF 
NATIONALISTS. AS MUCH AS ANYTHING ELSE, TAIWANESE 
INDEPENDENCE MOVEMENT IS CASUALTY OF US EFFORT NORMALIZE 
RELS WITH PEKING, WHICH DASHED TAIWANESE DISSIDENTS' 

HOPES THAT US WOULD SUPPORT THEM IN ESTABLISHING INDE- 
PENDENT GOVT; THEY WERE FORCED ACCEPT THAT ONLY TWO 
ALTERNATIVES REMAINED FOR ISLAND: IT WOULD CONTINUE 
UNDER NATIONALIST CONTROL OR BE TAKEN OVER BY PRC. 
VIRTUALLY ALL TAIWANESE APPEAR TO PREFER NATIONALIST 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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TO COMMUNISTS, AND HAVE BECOME INCREASINGLY RECONCILED 
TO COEXISTENCE WITH NATIONALISTS. 

11. JAPAN 

SEIDEN (SUN) DESCRIBES JAPANESE POLITICS AS SOMETHING 
CARRIED ON ALMOST ENTIRELY BEHIND SCENES, WITH PM BEING 
ELECTED NOT BY PEOPLE, BUT DIET MEMBERS OF MAJORITY PARTY. 
THUS CONCLUDES DEMOCRACY IN JAPAN IS "THIN, FOREIGN 
VENEER, CLEVERLY DISGUISING THE TRADITIONAL NATIVE 
OLIGARCHY THAT STILL RULES" IN MANY RESPECTS. HOW 
ELSE, HE ASKS, CAN ONE EXPLAIN SITUATION IN WHICH MOST 
POPULAR PM IN MANY YEARS, MIKI, IS DESPERATELY FIGHTING 
MOVES WITHIN OWN PARTY TO OUST HIM? 

NYT'S MIDDLETON STATES ACCESS TO MIG-25 FLOWN INTO 
HAKODATE BY DEFECTOR "MOST IMPORTANT EAST- WEST COUP" 
SINCE U-2 SHORT DOWN 16 YRS AGO. NOTES "FOXBAT" 

CAPABILITY LED SHAW BUY F-14 TOMCAT, WHICH CAN DEAL 
WITH WORLD'S MOST ADVANCED AIRCRAFT, PROVIDED IT'S 
ARMED WITH PHOENIX MISSILES. 

WP'S WILSON SAYS US ANALYSTS' PRIMARY INTEREST IN MIG-25 
IS ITS RADAR/FIRE CONTROL SYSTEMS, MATERIALS/ENGINEERING 
USED TO WITHSTAND HEAT GENERATED BY MACH-3 FLIGHT. 

NOTES NOT CLEAR TUES WHETHER US TECHNICIANS WILL GET 
CHANCE TEST-FLY "FOXBAT", OR WHETHER GOJ WOULD LIMIT 
THEMTOEXAMINATION ON GROUND. 

CORDDRY (SUN) SAID US AERO EXPERTS PUT PRIZED MIG-25 
UNDER "MINUTE EXAMINATION" TUES. LABELS THIS FIRST 
OPPORTUNITY INSPECT "FOXBAT" - AN "INTELLIGENCE COUP 
OF ENORMOUS SIGNIFICANCE."
